As the popu- 
lation of Chieawo increases the Federal 
authoritics will compe) the eanal commis- 
sloners to increase the volume. of water, 
in order that the incrvased sewage May be 
properiy diluted. Hence, in a few years 
the discharge from the canal muy be 
doubled. This would ruise the water at 
St. Louls two feet instead of one. Ail 
down the Mississippi the surface of the 
water will be ralsed proportionately and 
when the river fs high the levees will fee 
the effect of the increased volume brought 
against them.’ 

KB. M. Harrod, the most prominent engi- 
neer in the «ity and a member of tne 
Mississippi River Commission, says: 

“The discharge of the sewage of Chi- 
Cage into the Mississippi River should not 
be alluwed, of course. The pollution of 
Streams has excited much attention in Tre- 
cent years, and both engineers and svcien- 
tists Were a unit against such pollution. 
The present discharge from the canal is 
KAO cuble feet per Bex md, and the intention 
Is to increase it to 104) feet when the cansl 
Is made navigable. Fhe diseharge of the 
river at New Orleans is about 1,333,0% cubic 
feet per second in high water, and above 
the Atchafalaya it is 2,000.0 cuble feet per 
second Qniv about one-quarter of 1 per 
cent will, therefore, be added to the volun.e 
of the water in the lower river, and the 
consequent rise will not be appreciable. On 
the other hand, the amount contributed to 
the low water stage of the river might do 
good in the upper streams and even beiow 
Catro. In flood seasons the increased yol- 
ume wlil cut no figure.” 

Her- 
rod continued, the canal was as bad as bid 
could be. The great canal dillution of tie 
chemical properties of the water would 
doubtless render them innocuous, but in 
known quantities.

A remarkable injunction was recently granted in Ireland 
by the Vice-Chancellor.
